five others, the laft of which 
made its fixil Appearance in 3 698. 
How long he lived afterwards is 
uncertain, for sdtho* Coxeter, in 
Jhs Notes, informs us that he 
•was living in 1703, no Writer 
has pretended to aflign the abfo^ 
lute Date of his Death.-«-It is 
probable however, that he did 
not long furvive that Period, and 
we afe told by Jaco6 thiit he 
was buried in St. GsUs^s in the 
Fields;

of ff^ales, whom he attended in 
many of his Journeys. 

In 1648 he was made Trea- 
ftrrer of the Navy under Prince 
Rupert^ which Poft he kept till 
Sept, i, 1650, when he was cre- 
ated a Baronet, and fent an En- 
-voy Extraordinary to Spain, 
From thente being tediilled .t« 
Scttland, where the King was« 
he ferved as Secretary of State til) 
the fatal Battle of Worcefter, in 
which he was taken Prifoner, 
and committed for a long Time 
to clofe Confinement in LotuUei^ 
till at len^b, on Account of hit 
Health, he was admitted to Bail. 

In Feb, 1659 he repair *d to 
the King at Breda, and returning 
to England at the ReAoration, st 
was expe^ed he would have been 

appointed 
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appointed Secretary of State.—* 
He was, however, only made 
Mafter of Requefb, an honoura- 
ble and lucrative Employment, 
and Secretary for the Latin 
Tongue. 

In 1 66 1, at which Time he 
' was one of the Burgeifes in Par- 
liament for the Uniyeriity of 
CamhriJgef he was fwom a Privy 
Counfellor for Ireland, and fent 
firft as Envoy Extraordinary, but 
afterwards endowed with a Ple- 
nipotentiary Commifllon to the 
Court of Portugal, where he ne- 
gotiated a Marriage between hit 
Mafter King Cbar/es II. and the 
Infanta Donna Catbarina, Daugh- 
ter to King John VI.— Being re- 
called in 1663, he was fwom of 
the Privy Council, and, in F*- 
kruary 1661, fent Ambaflador to 
the Court of Madrid, to nego- 
tiate a Treaty of Commerce,— 
During his Refidence there King 
Philip died, and Sir Richard, a- 
Tailing himfelf of the Minority 
of his Son and Succeflbr, put the 
finishing Hand to a Peace with 
Spain, a Treaty for which was 
figned at Madrid, Dec, 6. 1665. 
— Having thus fully executed his 
Commiflions, he was preparing 
for his Return to England, when, 
on the 14th of June 1666, he 
was feized at Madrid with a vi- 
olent Fever, which, on the 26th 
of the fame Month, the very Day 
he had appointed for fetting out 
on his Journey, put an end to 
his valuable Life, in the 5Qth 
Year of his Age.— His Body be- 
ing embalmed, was conveyed by 
Land to Calais, and fo to London, 
from whence, being carried to All- 
hallows Church in Hertford, hi« 
Lady and^iU his furviving Chil- 
dren attending, it was depofited 
in the Vault of bis Father-in- 
Law, Sir John Harrifon, by whofc 
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eldeft Daught^ Sir Richard hz^ 
fix Sons and eight Daughters, of 
whom however he left only one 
Son and four Daughters behind 
him. 

Here it remained till the i8th 
tA May 1671, on Which Day ic 
was removed into the Parifli 
Church of Ware, in the faid 
County, and there laid in a new 
Vault made or purchafed on Pur- 
pofe for him and his Family, 
over which was ere£ted an elegant 
Monument for him and his Lady 3 
being near the old Vault where 
all his Anceftors of Ware Park 
lay interred. 

His General Chara£ter is very 
cortcifely conveyed by the Author 
of the fliort Account of his Life 
prefixed to his Letters, who fays 
of him, " That he was remark* 
" able for his Meeknefs, Since- 
** rity. Humanity and Piety, and 
'' was alfo an able Statefman and 
<* a great Scholar, being in par- 
'' ticular a compleat Mafter of 
'' feveral Modern Languages, cf- 
^ pecially the Spanijh, which he 
<* fpoke and wrote with as much 
*< Advantage as if he had been a 
" Native." 

As to his Writings, there are 
few excepting his Letters during 
his Embafiies (and which were not 
published dll 1702, in 8vo) that 
are original.— The moft being 
Tranflations, and written, as it 
ihouid feem, by Way of Amufe- 
ment and Relaxation during his 
Confinement.— —One of thefe 
Tranflations.is from the Italian of

— However, he wa« not fo 
abforbed in his Studies, as not 
to make frequent Excurfions

After five Years fpeni in this 
Manner, he obtained his Father's 
Permifiion to travel^ for farther 
Improvement, — In the Spring of 
the Year 1638, he fet out for 
Faris, where he was introduced 
to the celebrated Grotiui ; from 
thence he departed for Gfnoa, and 
from Genoa he went to Florence ; 
where he fpent two Months with 
great Satisfaction, in the Com- 
pany of Perfons the moft eminent 
for Rank, Parts, or Learning.—- 
Nence he went to "Romey where 
he paffcd the fame Time in the 
£unc Manner. •«» His nsxt Rq- 
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move was to Naplei ; whence his 
Defign was to proceed into Sidty 
and Greece ; but, hearing of the 
Commotions then beginning to 
ftir in England , he refolved ta 
ihorten his Tour, in Order to re- 
turn to his native Country : being 
of too public- fpiritcd a Difpoil* 
tion to remain an unconcerned 
Spe£lator of the great Struggle for 
Liberty which he faw approach- 
ing. ^Returning therefore \9 

Rome, and from thence to Flo* 
rente, he crolTed the Appeninty and 
pafled by the Way of Bologna and 
Ferrara to Fienice, where he ihiped 
off the Books he had collefled in 
his Travels. — After a Month's 
Stay at Venice, he went through 
Verona, Milan and along the Alps,^ 
down Leman Lake to Geneva,. 
where he fpent fome Time, and 
then fet out on his Return thro' 
France, whence he arrived in 
England, towards the Clofe of the 
Year 1639.

— At the^Ageof^5 he wrote 
his firft Tragedy, the Ambitious 
St^p 'Mother 5 the great Succefs of 
which made him entirely lay afide 
all Thoughts of the Law. — His 
Talent was altogether for Trage- 
dy ; all his Pieces of that Kind 
being juftly efteemed for the Po- 
etry and Sentiments, although 
they are by many deemfed faulty 
in Refpe^t to the Plots, which, 
in general, are too thin and iim- 

' pie. — Being a great Admirer of 
Sbakejpeart^ he gave the Public an 
Edition of his Plays \ to which he 
prefixed an Acccniht of that great 
Man^s Life. — But the moft confi- 
^erable of Mr. Rogues Perfotm- 
ances, was a Tranflation of Lu- 
catCs PbarfaHaf which he juft 
lived to finiih, but not to publiih \ 
for it did not appear in Print till 
ten Years after his Death. 

His Attachment to the Mafes, 
however, did not entirely unfit 
him for Bufinefs ; and when the 
Duke of Sluunjbury was Secretary 
of State, he made Mr. Rcwt his 
Under - Secretary for Poblic Af- 
fairs : But, after the Duke^s 
Death, the Avenues to his Pre- 
ferment being flopped, he pafiTed 
his Time in Retirement during 
the reft of Queen Annt^z Reign. 
On the Acceuion of Geo, I. he 
was made Poet Laureat, and one 
of the Land Surveyors of the 
Cuftoms in the Port of io»</o».— 
He was alfo Clerk of the Coun- 
cil to the Prince of Wales^ and 
the Lord Chancellor Father made 

' hia his Secretary for the Prefen- 
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tatlons ; but he did not long en- 
joy thefe Promotions, for he died 
in 1718, in the 45th Year of his 
Age.

Sheridan, iT^omaSy M.A.— 
This Gentleman, who is now 
living, and has lately made him- 
fclf well known by his feveral 
Endeavours for the Promotion and 
IiTiprovement of the Art of Ora- 
tory in thefe Kingdoms, is the 
fecond Son of Dr. Thomas Sheri- 
dan, whom a clofe Intimacy and 
continual Correfpondence with 
that Mafter of true Wit and ori- 
ginal Humour, the Dean of St. 
Patricks, introduced more exten- 
fively to the Notice of the World 
than any very extraordinary Abi- 
lities of his own. — The Objeft 
of our prefent Enquiries was, I 
believe, born at S^Jlca, a little 
Eltate in^he County of Cavan in 
IreJard, which came into the Fa- 
mily in Right of his Mother, 
the Daughter of one Mr. M^Pher- 
fen, a Scots Gentleman, who be- 
came poITeiTed of it daring the 
Troubles in Ireland. 

7'he early Parts of his Educa- 
tion, no Doubt, he received un- 
der bis Father, who was fo far 
from being a mere Coontry Peda- 
gogue, that he was deemed as good 
a-<Schoolmafter as any in Europe, 
and one of the bell Latinifts and 
Qreciam of the Age he lived in. 
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When grounded in thefe Lan •
